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Vision of the future 


A1307 dualling, high street pedestrianisation 
and a heritage centre are all on the agenda at 
inquiry into how Haverhill should be developed 


HAVERHILL should be a town 
where people can live, work 
and play without having to 
travel. 

This is the new objective to be 
added to the Vision 2031 docu¬ 
ment for the town, following a 
public inquiry running this 
week. 

The inquiry, run by planning 
inspector Roger Clews, began 
yesterday with questions raised 
about travel, the town centre 
and community facilities. 

Will Austin, town clerk, has 
been speaking on behalf of the 
town council during the inquiry. 

He said: “We are pleased the 
inspector recognised that the 
original draft didn’t provide 
what Haverhill needs, and has 
in some important areas started 
to guide the borough council 
towards a better document.” 

Statements that Mr Clews 
decided to take on board includ¬ 
ed the option to dual the A1307 
road between Haverhill and 
Cambridge, reintroducing a rail 
link and delivering a relief road, 
prior to the completion of a 
housing development in North 
West Haverhill. 

Other options to combat traf¬ 
fic on the A1307 include a bus 
priority lane, and a traffic man¬ 
agement scheme. 

Mr Austin said: “Mr Clews 
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appeared receptive and sup¬ 
portive of the idea of incorpo¬ 
rating the reinstatement of a rail 
link between Haverhill and 
Cambridge into Vision 2031.” 

In the afternoon hearing, it 
was agreed that the possibility 
of Haverhill getting its own her¬ 
itage centre would be included 
into the document wording and 
that parking, access routes and 
gateways to the town would 
be included in the town 
centre masterplan too. 

No agreement was 
reached on whether 
or not the document 
should commit to 
pedestrianisation of 
the High Street, 
something which 
the town council is in 
full support of follow¬ 
ing a study during 
which they questioned 
more than 750 residents, 
and found that 70 per cent were 
in favour. 

Suzanne Buck, of Suffolk 
County Council Highways, said 
that their own transport work¬ 
shop found that people wanted 
less traffic in the High Street, 
but were not necessarily in 
favour of banning it all together. 


Cllr Tony Brown, for Haverhill 
East and Kedington, was at the 
inquiry. 

He said: “Town centre pedes¬ 
trianisation was brought up 
again, but we seem to get no 
further forward than over the 
last 50 years. 

“However, it’s good to see that 
the councils are working togeth¬ 
er for a better Vision 2031.1 have 
a lot more hope than I did a year 
ago.” 

Questions raised also included 

how earmarked development 
sites will be used in the 
future, how Haverhill 
will provide an attrac¬ 
tive and varied retail 
experience and how 
community facilities 
will be protected. 

Today, Mr Clews 
will discuss plans for 
homes and commu¬ 
nities, and jobs and 
economy. 

The inquiry will run 
until February 12. Mr 
Clews will review his findings, 
before reporting back to the 
borough council on any chang¬ 
es. 

Vision 2031 will then have to 
be adopted as planning policy 
by the council.

More concerns over 
traffic order plans 


AN ORDER designed to cut traffic in 
Haverhill High Street by 60 per cent is 
still scheduled to go ahead this month 
despite criticism. 

Councillors and residents alike are 
angry about the plans, which will 
change part of Camps Road to one¬ 
way, heading westbound, and part of 
Mill Road to one-way southbound. 

These changes have sparked fears 
that traffic will be forced up residen¬ 
tial streets including Helions Park 
Avenue, Recreation Road, Mill Road, 
and Crowland Road. 

Tony Brown, county councillor for 
Haverhill East and Kedington and 
borough councillor for Haverhill East, 
said the order will “cause a lot of 
inconvenience” for residents. 

He said: “I don’t support the scheme 
in its present form by any means 
because it’s going to cause so much 
disruption for the residents of these 
streets.” 

The experimental traffic order has 
been proposed for six months, with 
assurances that it will be changed if it 
is not working. 

A loading bay on Mill Road will also 
be moved 7m south of its current posi¬ 
tion, and one of the street’s disabled 
bays will go to Camps Road. 

Gordon Cox, borough councillor for 
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Haverhill East, has concerns about the 
proposed signage, to be displayed one 
week before work starts. 

Signs will be put up on the A1307, 
A1017, Burton End, Crowland Road, 
Duddery Hill, Helions Park Avenue, 
Clements Lane and Recreation Road. 

Cllr Cox is calling for signs in 
Ehrinsgshausen Way, Swan Lane and 
at other locations in the town to pre¬ 
warn drivers of any changes to the 
road layout. 

He said: “A number of the signage 
points are almost on top of Camps 
Road, and as a driver with some 48 
years experience behind me, I like to 
be sufficiently pre-warned of any 
changes to the road layout, not wait 
until I am virtually on top of it, leaving 
me little time to find an alternative 
route.” 

Cllr Cox added that market traders, 
businesses in High Street and Queen 
Street, and the ambulance station 
need to be informed of the changes. 

Julian Flood, county councillor for 
Haverhill Cangle, said that the town 
having its own traffic warden would 
help with traffic and parking issues 
until a better plan is formulated to 
deal with High Street congestion, 


town traffic, and illegal parking. 

He said: “I don’t like to see the police 
spending their time dealing with 
parking problems. 

“This what you get when a town 
grows very rapidly - the problem is not 
going to go away.” 

Parking on Haverhill High Street has 
dominated the Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) priorities for months. 
Inspector Peter Ferrie has previously 
stated that the police can issue as 
many tickets as possible, but it will 
still not have an impact on illegal 
parking. 

Haverhill Town Council is support¬ 
ing the introduction of the order, pro¬ 
viding that it can be amended quickly 
if it doesn’t seem to be working. 

Councillors also agreed that the cor¬ 
rect signage should be displayed in 
plenty of time. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: “We 
think it is worth experiementing with 
the order, but we will soon see if it’s 
not working. I am sure if there’s an 
adverse impact outweighing the ben¬ 
efits then Suffolk County Council will 
withdraw it immediately.”

and also develop a 
business case for it. 

“If there’s no support, 
the railway would fail. 
We want to try and find 
out if there is sufficient 
support for a railway 
connection to take 
things further.” 

The meeting is taking 
place at 11am at the 
Days Inn Haverhill. 

Other groups in 
attendance will include 
thebestof Haverhill, 
New Anglia LEP and 
Rail Future. 

Revd Hill said that 
depending on the 
outcome of this 
consultation, a public 
meeting could then be 
arranged for a later 
date.

Super-strength alcohol 
targeted in crackdown

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LICENCE holders have joined 
the police in a fight against the 
sale of super-strength alcohol. 

Eight premises selling alcohol 
in Haverhill, and five further 
stores in the surrounding rural 
areas have signed up to the 
Reducing the Strength 
Campaign, run by Suffolk Police. 

This means they will no longer 
stock super-strength products - 
lager, beer and cider with an 
alcohol volume of 6.5 per cent or 
higher that is sold very cheaply. 

Inspector Kevin Horton from 
West Suffolk Operational 
Partnership Scheme attended 
the launch, along with staff from 
participating off-licences and 
Helen Lindfield, Safety Officer 
for St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

He said: “The idea behind 
removing these products is 
about reducing risk and harm to 
the individuals drinking it and 
also to remove a potential cause 
of anti-social behaviour, thereby 
making our towns and villages 
even safer places to live and 
work in.” 

The launch was held at Savers, 
in the High Street. They stopped 
stocking the items in December 
last year. Marcus Hamill, store 


manager, said: “Since we have 
taken the products out, my staff 
haven’t had to refuse a single 
sale due to age, or someone 
being under the influence of 
alcohol. 

“That’s positive for the store, 
my staff and other customers.” 

In the town centre, B&B Stores, 
on Chappie Drive; BP Service 
Station, on Duddery Hill; Europa 
on the High Street; Murco on 


Sturmer Road; North Street 
Garages, on Manor Road; 
Premier Stores, on Queen Street 
and Primose Mini Market on 
Burton End have all signed up to 
take part. 

Premises in Barrow, Clare, 
Kedington, Thurlow and 
Wickhambrook have also signed 
up to voluntarily remove the 
products from their shelves. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, St 


Edmundsbury Borough Council 
Cabinet member for Health and 
Wellbeing, said: “There is only 
one reason to drink cheap super 
strength alcohol and that is to 
achieve a damaging level of 
intoxication. 

“I fully support this campaign 
and offer my thanks and appre¬ 
ciation to the off-licence owners 
who are discriminating in stock¬ 
ing these products.” 


Success 
for police 
cycling 
posters 

A POSTER designed by 
the police on cycle safe¬ 
ty has encouraged more 
cyclists to buy lights. 

The poster, created by 
PCSO Steven Ridpath, is 
being displayed across 
the town as a warning 
to cyclists who do not 
follow the rules.

Mr Laws also said that the staff 
had provided a “springboard” 
for pupils into their next stage of

Council 
tax could 
be frozen 


CABINET members are to pro¬ 
pose a freeze in council tax for 
the upcoming financial year. 

In a meeting on Tuesday, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
cabinet will suggest that a freeze 
is put in place for a fifth year, out 
of the last six. 

The borough has had its 
Government funding for 2014/15 
cut by 23 per cent, and opted to 
decrease the Council Tax support 
grant by 25 per cent to towns and 
parishes in the area. 

A further 25 per cent increase 
will take place annually until the 
grant has been phased out. 

Haverhill Town Council is due 
to lose around £129,000 over a 
four year period. 

Will Austin, town clerk: “They 
have frozen their precept at the 
expense of Haverhill Town 
Council.” 

Mr Austin has previously criti¬ 
cised the cut in funding, and the 
affect it will have on the town 
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council’s ability to provide events 
and maintain their council tax 
precept. 

A borough council spokesman 
said: “Despite pressures from a 
48% central Government grant 
reduction, St Edmundsbury has 
committed to providing certain¬ 
ty so town and parish councils 
can plan their finances over the 
next four years. We cannot con¬ 
tinue to protect town and parish 
councils completely from public 
sector funding cuts but we can 
give certainty. 

“At borough level our response 
to cuts has been to make efficien¬ 
cies and shared services savings 
of £3.5m so that we can protect 
services whilst still maintaining 
council tax levels, which we have 
for five of the past six years.” 

St Edmundsbury’s full council 
will set the budget for 2014/15 in a 
meeting on February 25. 


Planning 
meetings 
clash today 

RESIDENTS will have to 
choose between two 
important meetings 
affecting the future of 
Haverhill. 

One of the public 
inquiries into the Vision 
2031 document for the 
town is taking place at the 
same time as a meeting of 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee where 
a decision on a 
controversial wind turbine 
application near Haverhill 
will be made. 

Also on the agenda is a 
potential renovation of St 
Mary’s churchyard and an 
application for flats by 
Havebury Housing 
Partnership. 

Will Austin, town clerk, 
said: “The residents of 
Haverhill should have to 
choose between two 
fundamentally important 
issues to the town.” 

Mr Austin also said that if 
the meeting date was not 
changed he and Cllr Roger 
Andre, town mayor, would 
have to attend one meeting 
each instead of both. 

Cllrs Maureen Byrne, 
Anne Gower and Tim 
Marks are also part of the 
Development Control 
Committee and would not 
be able to attend the Vision 
2031 inquiry.

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FLATS could finally be built 
to the rear of a pair of his¬ 
toric cottages. 

The homes, at 85 and 87 
Haverhill High Street, have 
been the centre of a demoli¬ 
tion debate for many months. 

After members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee voted 
against knocking down the 
cottages to make way for flats, 
the buildings were sold at 
auction for £51,000 in 
December last year. 

Now, Havebury Housing 
Partnership has entered 
plans for four flats to the rear 
of the cottages, following 
demolition of a garage and 
outbuildings. 

The original plans, which 
were refused, proposed six 
cottages. 

Tony Brown, county and 
borough councillor, Will 


Austin, town clerk, and many 
concerned residents are 
among those who have been 
fighting to ensure the cottag¬ 
es were saved. Cllr Brown 
said: “We welcome Havebury 
providing affordable housing 
in the town and we welcome 
the construction of the flats 
as long as they work with the 
existing cottages.” 

If approved, the four one- 
bedroom flats will match the 
adjacent development, 
attached to the Havebury 
Housing office. 


There are seven flats next 
door, and the building is 
three storeys high. 

Paul Edwards, Director of 
Resources at Havebury 
Housing Partnership said: 
“We look forward to receiving 
a positive decision from the 
Development Control 
Committee so that we can 
deliver affordable homes on 
this site and the sale and ren¬ 
ovation of the cottages can 
proceed.”

We are one community 

TO commemorate Holocaust 
Memorial Day each year I 
endeavour to attend as many 
events as possible during the week 
including 27th January. 

My views, that I am taking to 
schools and community groups, 
are reproduced below - in an 
effort to reach an ever wider 
audience. 

Each year, as we commemorate 
the horrors of the Holocaust, I 
endeavour to remind audiences 
that the Holocaust extended far 
beyond the 6 million Jews so 
extensively documented. 

At this important time of 
commemoration let us remind 
ourselves that, in addition to over 
6 million Jews, the holocaust also 
extinguished the lives of another 5 
million Roma Gypsies, disabled 
people, mentally ill people, gentile 
Poles, homosexuals and religious 
dissidents. 

When Russian civilians are 
included the total is estimated at 
17 million. 

The profound lesson for us all is to 
guard against the social 
environment that allowed an 
acceptance of brutality and 


marginalisation that permitted 
these awful atrocities. The events 
leading up to the mass 
extermination of millions who did 
not fit the fashionable ideals of the 
day relied on the tacit support of 
an entire society. 

The beginnings lay in 
apportioning blame for social ills 
to vulnerable groups, moved on to 
marginalising minority groups 
and extended to demonising other 
groups powerless to resist. 

The perpetrators knew that each 
attack on one group reduced the 
capacity of others to resist and 
‘normalised’ the actions. 

To date we have stood idly by 
whilst people in Cambodia, 
Bosnia, Rwanda, Darfur, Syria, 
Afghanistan and Iraq have 
reported genocide and ethnic 
cleansing - often we have allowed 
our Governments to act too late 
and with insufficient mandate to 
act decisively. 

We have ignored the illegal 
occupation of parts of Palestine 
and have allowed our economic 
interests to determine the extent 
of our engagement. 

The social environment we now 
live in has distinctive features of 
those which permitted the 
Holocaust. 

Today in our nation we allow 
intolerance on an industrial scale. 


We allow travellers, immigrants, 
religious zealots and those with 
different life styles to be 
demonised. 

We stand by whilst Muslims are all 
branded as terrorists, we ignore 
the needs of refugees - often 
fleeing oppression we are fuelling 
- we paint Roma travellers as 
criminals and spongers and we 
allow Eastern Europeans to be 
branded as ‘benefit tourists’ 
seeking to drain our welfare state. 
In preparation for further 
marginalisation our political 
leaders are demonising the poor, 
the low paid and the disabled. 

We have a responsibility to stand 
up and show that this not our way. 
We must stand firm against the 
march of the privileged few who 
ignore the needs of the many, 
stand firm against those who 
would sacrifice the vulnerable to 
preserve a society where personal 
wealth determines our right to a 
decent life. 

Most of all we need to return to a 
recognition that our community is 
the world community and the 
suffering of a child in Syria is the 
suffering of one of our community. 
Genocide is insidious, it creeps up 
onus. 

The early signs are intolerance, 
injustice and persecution. Only by 
seeking to understand, and 


accommodate, diversity and 
difference can we counter the 
beds that are sown with the seeds 
of future holocausts. Intolerance 
of gay lifestyles, intolerance of 
Gypsies, intolerance of 
immigrants - it all seems so 
alarmingly familiar. 

Identifying vulnerable minorities 
and looking only to our personal 
needs is the first step to repeating 
the Holocaust - we may already be 
on that road. 

I continue to be inspired by the 
words of the late Nelson Mandela: 
‘For to be free is not merely to cast 
off one’s chains, but to live in a 
way that respects and enhances 
the freedom of others’

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Local health 
concerns on 
the agenda 


CONCERNS over the quality of 
health services in Haverhill are to 
be aired in a meeting. 

Appointment waiting times, 
ambulance response times and 
the quality of transport to West 
Suffolk Hospital are just some of 
the worries that Haverhill resi¬ 
dents say they have when it comes 
to local health care. 

And they will be discussed at a 
meeting between county council¬ 
lors Tony Brown, Julian Flood and 
Anne Gower and West Suffolk 
Clinical Commissioning Group. 

Cllr Brown, for Haverhill East 
and Kedington, said: “We’re going 
to try and get everything high¬ 
lighted - any meeting with all con¬ 
cerned parties has got to be a good 
thing.” 

It is hoped that a meeting with 
Cllr Murray, of Suffolk County 
Council, will take place towards 
the end of February. 

The CCG meeting, held on 
January 15, also prompted the 
decision that a booklet listing local 
health services will be distributed 
to every home in Haverhill.

He said: “This is a good first step, 
but we need to get some of these 
things pushed through. 

“Hopefully it will be an improve¬ 
ment on what we have got at the 
moment.”

lulian Flood, county 
councillor for Haverhill 
Cangle, has continued to 
battle against the turbine, 
raising issues with wasted 
energy and how wind speed 
will affect wildlife. 

Other concerns raised 
during the planning pro¬ 
cess include noise pollu¬ 
tion, visual impact and the 
effect on nearby historical 
buildings. 

Since the last meeting on 
lanuary 2, further objec¬ 
tions have been raised by 
Shudy Camps Parish 
Council, and those living 
near to the proposed tur¬ 
bine site, south-east of 
Haverhill Road and Hazel 
Stubb. 

Clive and Sue Boase, of 


Whitechapel Bell Foundry. 
It will later be rehung in the 
church belfry. 

The money has come 
from the Sharing Heritage 
programme - aimed at 
helping people explore, 
conserve and share the his¬ 
tory of their local commu¬ 
nity. Robyn Llewellyn, 


Hazel Stubb, outlined their 
concerns surrounding road 
safety, visual and noise 
impact, wildlife in Ladygate 
Wood, power output and 
lack of public benefit. 

Their letter said: 
“Although we are in favour 
of renewable energy, we 
feel that this particular 
proposal is little more than 
green tokenism. 

“The numerous signifi¬ 
cant negative impacts of 
this proposed turbine on 
the Haverhill area, far out¬ 
weigh its trivial benefits. 
We therefore urge you to 
reject this misguided appli¬ 
cation.” 

Haverhill Town Council 
also raised objections in 
their own planning com¬ 
mittee meetings in August 
and October.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

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After losing her dad as a 9-year-old, 
Anna Todd struggled with emotions 
and found her tears replaced by 
anger. That’s why she’s running a 
marathon to raise money for child 
bereavement charity Winston’s Wish - 
and encouraging others to share their 
own stories on her blog, Okay To Cry. 
Here, she talks to Emma 
Higginbotham 


A NNA Todd is a busy 

lady. A reporter for BBC 
Look East and mum to 
three young children, she’s 
also training hard to run the 
Brighton Marathon in a couple 
of months’ time (“Please 
airbrush my spots; I’m so 
tired,” she says with a laugh). 
On top of all that, Anna is 
writing and editing a deeply 
moving online blog. Called 
Okay to Cry, it invites anyone 
who lost a parent, a sibling or a 
friend as a child to share their 
story. 

It’s all to raise money for 
child bereavement charity 
Winston’s Wish. Because of 
all people, Anna knows how 
traumatic it can be to lose 
someone you love at a young 
age. 

Anna was 9 when her father 
was killed in Lebanon. A 
Canadian war correspondent, 
Clark Todd was shot while 
trying to escape gunfire. He 
was 38. 

“Dad was a very likeable 
bloke; the sort of person that 
people would listen to at 
dinner parties,” says Anna, as 
we chat in the kitchen of her 
Harston home. “But he wasn’t 
a conventional dad - he was 
away a lot. Professionally he 
was focussed; he would go 
where the best story was. He 
could be away for weeks at a 


time.” 

Clark worked for Canadian 
Television (CTV), and certainly 
had a colourful career. He 
was arrested while reporting 
from Russia, and even hit by 
a rubber bullet in Northern 
Ireland: “I had a great picture 
of him with the hole in his leg, 
pointing at it and laughing,” 
says Anna. “I used to help him 
dress it; I remember it clearly” 

But she doesn’t remember 
the day her father left for the 
last time: “A taxi came at about 
five in the morning, and off 
he went. Mum said she did 
actually run downstairs to 
say goodbye, and the taxi had 
gone. I don’t know if she had 
a ‘feeling’, but he’d been in 
Lebanon earlier that year, so it 
was no different.” 

A civil war had been raging 
in the troubled Middle Eastern 
country for months, but 
by September 1983 it had 
reached fever pitch. Hearing 
that something was about to 
happen in a mountain village, 
Clark and his crew headed 
off to investigate: “Then the 
shooting started. It got very 
intense and they were basically 
running away - and he was 
hit.” 

The crew managed to get 
Clark into shelter, left him with 
a nurse and fled to get help. 

But by the time they returned,

they couldn’t get back into the 
village. 

At home in Hatfield, Anna’s 
mum received a call telling her 
that her husband was missing, 
“and I remember me and my 
brother (Ben, then 4) and 
sister (Alex, then 6) all being in 
the bath together, and mum 
telling us that Daddy had had 
a little accident, but that they 
were trying to find him, and 
hopefully he’d be OK.” 

For a week they heard 
nothing: “Then the phone call 
came,” says Anna. “I remember 
my mum sitting on this funny 
old stool, with the cord of this 
old-fashioned phone hanging 
down beside her. I said to 
my granny, who was staying 
with us, ‘Is there any news of 
Daddy?’ and she said ‘Mummy 
will talk to you; let’s make an 
Ovaltine’.” 

Upstairs, Anna sat down on 
her mum’s bed: “I said ‘Is there 
any news of Daddy?’ and she 


said to me ‘Anna, your daddy’s 
dead’. And I just remember 
this feeling, like a whoosh. 

Like it’s not you, like you’re 
looking down on yourself, 
and everything feeling very 
big - all the normal stuff not 
feeling quite normal - and her 
hugging me. I think I probably 
did cry a bit with her, but I felt 
very rigid. 

“Then she said ‘Do you want 
to sleep in my bed?’ And I said 
no. And I remember going to 
bed and just feeling numb, 
with this lump in my throat 
just starting to grow.” 

As the days went by, Anna 
botded up her feelings. “I 
couldn’t bear everyone crying. 
It really made me feel anxious. 

I just thought ‘Well if I don’t 
cry, then hopefully they will 
eventually stop, whereas if we 
all cry, then we’ve all fallen 
apart’.” 

She came to dread Sunday 
lunches, when the four of 


them would gather together: 
“My sister or my brother would 
say ‘Oh Mummy, tell us about 
Daddy’, and then all the crying 
would start again, and I’d just 
sit there going ‘Ohh...’” she 
says, closing her eyes. “I just 
hated it. Really, really hated it. 

“There was actually 
probably an element of envy - 
that they could let it go, and I 
couldn’t.” 

Instead, Anna began to 
orchestrate situations so that 
she could release her tears, 
“like causing a fight with a 
friend, or getting myself in 
a real tizz over something. It 
was basically so that I’d cry, 
but I wouldn’t say I was crying 
about my dad. I had a lot of 
anger, massive anger, and it 
still comes up every now and 
again. 

“That’s why I call my blog 
‘Okay to cry’, because a lot of 
children feel like they have 
to hold it together. And this 


anger came from this absolute 
frustration of never letting 
that go, never releasing that 
energy.” 

In 2000, Anna was flicking 
through a Sunday magazine 
when an article about 
Winston’s Wish caught her eye. 
“It was about a guy who’d sat 
in on one of their residential 
camps. He mentioned 
particularly the candlelit 
ceremony, where the children 
sit in a group, they put a 
song on and everyone holds 
a candle in memory of the 
person who died. It’s a chance 
for the children, in the quiet 
and in the almost-dark, to let 
it go. 

“I finished reading it, and I 
thought ‘God, that would’ve 
been amazing for me’, and 
contacted them pretty much 
straight away” 

Anna went through a 
rigorous selection process 
to become a volunteer, and

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then began helping groups of 
children, aged between 6 and 
16, with confidence-building 
activities like conquering 
climbing walls, “but it was 
mostly about talking about the 
person who’d died, which a lot 
of people find difficult.” 

Is bereavement harder for 
children than adults? “It’s just 
different,” says Anna. “And I 
know the way adults deal with 
their grief direcfiy impacts on 
how their children deal with it. 
There’s a litde boy I mention in 
my blog who had huge anger 
issues. He was about 9, his 
dad had been killed in a car 
accident on the way to work, 
and his mum had basically 
removed every trace of him 
from the house. They didn’t 
talk about it, and everything, 
every photograph, was gone, 
because that was how she 
dealt with it. 

“And this litfie boy was 
really sweet, but if anything 
went wrong... When his 
pencil lead broke, he slammed 
the pencil down and threw 
himself against the wall. All 
that energy, all that frustration, 
just built up inside him. And I 
just looked at him and thought 
‘I know exactly what you’re 
going through’. I really felt it.” 

Did becoming a volunteer 
help her too? “Yeah, it did. 
Sometimes you come away 
relatively unscathed, and 
other times you really carry it 
around with you, if a particular 
child or story really stuck in 
your mind. It made me realise 
how important it is that people 
get the right help when they’re 
little.” 

Now that she has her own 
children - Maggie, 7, Milo, 
nearly 6, and Joe, 2 - Anna 


can no longer commit to the 
residential weekends, “but I 
always said ‘I will support you 
any other way I can’. So when I 
was out running a few months 
ago, I was thinking ‘What can 
I do for Dad’s anniversary, and 
for my 40th birthday coming 
up?’ and I just thought I could 
run for Winston’s Wish.” 

Anna began running a 
couple of years ago, “just to 
get fit. It’s free, and it’s quite 
easy to fit in when you’re a 
working, busy, slightly frantic, 
chaotic mother. But I’m not a 
big runner,” she adds quickly. 
“I did nine miles the other day 
and it nearly killed me!” 

So is a full marathon a 
challenge too far? “Well people 
are constantly asking for 
money on Facebook these 
days, and I just thought ‘OK, 

I need to go one step further’. 
Which is probably really 
stupid,” she grins. “And really 
the blog is because I’m hoping 
to inspire people to give a little 
bit more.” 

Inviting others to share 
their stories and reading 
their emails has, she says, 
been incredibly moving: “It’s 
just surprising how many 
people have been bereaved 
as children, and it just shows 
what we didn’t have access to.” 

One story is from a lady 
whose father committed 
suicide - holding her 
photograph - when she was 
14. “It was the 60s and no-one 
talked about it, and she’s 
been left with that hanging 
over her,” she says. “I read 
that at work; I shouldn’t have, 
because it made me cry. 

“And my friend in the next 
village lost her mother and her 
brother within two months; he 


had an epileptic fit brought on 
by the trauma. 

“Then another friend’s 
father was murdered two 
months before she was born. 
They’re all interesting in their 
own way, but some are more 
dramatic.” 

Anna’s own story certainly 
has its drama - and sadness 
too. “A long time after my dad 
died, my mum got a letter 
from someone in the village 
saying ‘I think this is yours’.” 

It was a pillowcase, on which 
Clark had scrawled his home 
address as he lay waiting for 
help, “so that whoever found 
him would know who he was, 
essentially. And he’d written 
‘Please tell my family I love 
them’, so he was thinking 
about us.” 

Does she wish someone had 
told her that it’s okay to cry? 
“Absolutely! And I suppose 
there must’ve been a point 
where I did let it out, because I 
don’t feel so bad now at all. 

“A girl from my school has 
sent me her story,” she adds. 
“Her mum died when she was 
13, and I remember at the time 
thinking ‘I really should say 
something’, because no-one 
ever said anything to me. 

“And I didn’t, for exactly 
that reason, thinking ‘Ooh 
no, I don’t want to upset her. I 
don’t want to upset me’, when 
actually she said ‘All I wanted 
was for someone to ask me 
how I was. But they never did’.” 

And in that, says Anna, 
there’s a lesson for us 
all. “Never presume that 
somebody’s OK. Just say ‘How 
are you?’ Just keep checking.”

Prisoner, 51, cleared of

A ROW over tobacco led to an 
attack inside a prison, a jury have 
been told.

DELICIOUS: Valentine’s option 


SERVE someone your heart 
on plate this Valentine’s 
Day - Claire Spreadbury 
revs up the romance. 

If there’s one day in the 
year when cooking should 
be a labour of love, it’s 
February 14. 

But you don’t need to 
slave away over a three- 
course meal. Simply head 
to the kitchen, roll up your 
sleeves and make some¬ 
thing sweet and sugary in 
the shape of a heart. 

For a Valentine with 
more of a savoury palette, 
you could nibble on foods 
known for their aphrodisi¬ 
ac qualities, such as 
asparagus and oysters, or 
you could buy a beautiful 
piece of skrei - a 
Norweigian delicacy that’s 
just come into season and 
is known as the ‘fish of 
love’. 

But most lovers would be 
more than happy to be 
given this delicious and 
beautiful bake, served 
with nothing other than 
two spoons. 


CHOCOLATE BERRY 
VALENTINE’S CAKE 
175g soft margarine 
175g caster sugar 
150g self-raising flour 
25gcocoa 

l/2tsp baking powder 
3 eggs 

For the filling: 
lOOg dark chocolate, bro¬ 
ken into pieces 
200ml double cream 
150g raspberries 
225g strawberries, hulled 
and sliced 

A little icing sugar, sifted 
Preheat the oven to 180C/ 
Gas Mark 4. 

Grease the base and sides 
of a 25 x 38cm Swiss roll tin 
(or roasting tin with the 
same base measurement) 
and line the base with a 
piece of non-stick baking 
paper. 

Add the margarine and 
sugar to the bowl of an 
electric mixer or food pro¬ 
cessor, sift in the flour, 
cocoa and baking powder, 
then add the eggs and beat 
until smooth, or mix in a 
bowl with a wooden spoon. 


Spoon the cake mixture 
into the lined tin and 
spread into an even layer. 
Bake for 15-18 minutes 
until the cake springs back 
when lightly pressed in the 
centre of the tin with fin¬ 
gertips. 

Leave to cool for 15 min¬ 
utes, then loosen the edges 
and turn out on to a wire 
rack. 

When cold, peel off the 
lining paper and fold the 
paper into three triangles, 
with the two outer trian¬ 
gles going one way and the 
centre one pointing the 
other. 

Draw a large heart in one 
of the triangles that’s about 
14 x 20cm, then cut it out 
and use this as a template 
to cut two more hearts 
from the other triangles. 

Lay the templates on the 
cake and cut around them 
with a small sharp knife. 
Check the shapes are the 
same by stacking the cakes 
one on top of the other and 
trimming a little off the 
sides if needed, then sepa¬ 


rate the cakes once more. 

Melt the chocolate in a 
bowl set over a saucepan of 
very gently simmering 
water for about five min¬ 
utes. Stir until smooth, 
then take the pan off the 
heat. 

Slowly whisk in the 
cream until thick and 
glossy, then chill in the 
fridge for about 15 minutes 
until thick enough to 
spread. 

Spread the cream mix¬ 
ture evenly over all three 
cake layers. Arrange a sin¬ 
gle row of raspberries 
around the edge of one of 
the cakes, then crumble 
the rest and arrange with 
the sliced strawberries 
over the other two layers. 

Carefully stack the cakes 
together on a pedestal 
plate, if you have one, with 
the raspberry edged cake 
on top, then dust the rasp¬ 
berries with a little sifted 
icing sugar. Chill in the 
fridge until ready to serve.

NOMINATED for six Academy Awards including 
best picture, Dallas Buyers Club is a profoundly 
moving biopic of a hard-drinking Texan electri¬ 
cian Ron Woodroof who refused to accept that 
his HIV-positive diagnosis in the mid 1980s was 
a death sentence. 

Instead, he smuggled a cocktail of unapproved 
drugs into America in direct defiance of his 
physician, who believed clinical trials were the 
only way to combat the virus. 

Woodroof established a club to sell 
medications to other HIV-positive patients but 
his actions drew the attention of both the police 
and the Food and Drug Administration which at 
that time took between eight and 12 years to 
approve a new drug. 

But Woodroof didn't have time on his side 
- doctors expected him to be dead within a 
month - so he bent the rules to stay alive and 
his inspirational crusade became a beacon of 
hope. 


Jean-Marc Vallee's well crafted picture opens 
at a rodeo ring where Woodroof (Matthew 
McConaughey) is engaged in unprotected sex 
with two women in the bull stall. 

A few days later at work he has an accident 
at work and regains consciousness at Dallas 
Mercy Hospital where Dr Nathan Sevard (Denis 
O'Hare) and colleague Dr Eve Saks (Jennifer 
Garner) deliver the hammer blow - blood tests 
have confirmed he is HIV-positive and has 
about 30 days to live. 

Very quickly he accepts the diagnosis and 
travels to Mexico to source non FDA-approved 
AZT from Dr Vass (Griffin Dunne). However, 
the medic warns Woodroof AZT is lethal and 
instead prescribes other drugs and vitamins. 

This cocktail keeps him alive and he goes into 
business with an HIV-positive transvestite called 
Rayon (Jared Leto) to peddle the same pills to 
gay men living with the virus. 

Dallas Buyers Club doesn't sugar-coat a bitter 
pill. Woodroof isn't portrayed as a flawless, 
morally robust hero but his friendship with 
Rayon opens his eyes to the lasting good he can 
achieve through his business.

Potholes: Backlog 
now over 10 years 


POTHOLES are costing British 
drivers £1.2 billion every year 
due to damage to suspension, 
steering and wheels. 

This is a 16 per cent rise in the 
cost of damage to cars on the 
UK’s roads and the weather has 
played a major part in the rise in 
the number of potholes. 

Councils say they don’t have 
the money to deal with the 
problem due to budget cuts and 
there has also been an 18 per 
cent increase in the number of 
dangerous potholes reported 
during the past 12 months 
according to the Asphalt 


Industry Alliance (AIA). 

The AIA believes there are two 
million serious potholes on UK 
roads at present, leaving drivers 
with an average repair bill of 
£140 if they come into contact 
with one. 

Roads on the south coast of 
England, in Kent and the East 
Midlands seem to be the worst 
affected. The government is 
spending around £1 billion per 
year on rectifying potholes, but 
experts at the AIA reckon it could 
take more than 10 years to deal 
with the backlog of essential 
repairs required.

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DESPITE the threat of snow, heavy 
rain, high winds and freezing tem¬ 
peratures I, your ever-intrepid 
reporter, trekked up to the wilds of 
North Derbyshire this week, all for 
a taste of an essential new engine 
for Volvo, writes Chris Lilly. 

I shouldn’t complain too much 
really, since the group of journalists 
gathered there were met by Anders 
Agfors, a key powertrain engineer 
for Volvo in Sweden, and the weath¬ 
er here would hardly be worthy of 
comparison to the freezing tem¬ 
peratures in Scandinavia. 

Anders is a charming and knowl¬ 
edgeable fellow who knows the new 
engine inside out and backwards 
and, in a small presentation to the 
group, he explained the reasoning 
behind it. 

Volvo currently offers eight differ¬ 
ent engine architectures and all of 
them are quite different. This 
means not only is the potential for 
customer confusion a very real one, 
it’s an expensive problem for Volvo. 

There are a number of different 
engines that need to be manufac¬ 
tured along with the different ways 
to fit them into each car so every¬ 
thing is costly and complicated. 

The decision was made to simplify 
things - and the new Drive-E diesel 
unit is the beginning of that pro¬ 
cess. In the near future, Volvo will 
simply have two engines - a petrol 
and a diesel - and offer different 
power outputs dependent on need. 


Some engines will be tuned to be 
extremely efficient, others to offer 
high power outputs - the petrol will 
offer 300+hp in some models - and 
some with a balance between the 
two. 

These engines will have just four 
cylinders, instead of the five found 
in many of the current models, and 
offer that rare ability to increase 
power, reduce weight and improve 
fuel economy. They have also, like 
the forthcoming new Volvo plat¬ 
form, been designed with future

electrification in mind and meet all 
of the proposed European regula¬ 
tions currently set out, making 
them as future-proof as possible. 

The petrols will feature turbo and 
super-charging while the diesels 
are also turbo-charged and use new 
i-Art technology to make the whole 
combustion process incredibly effi¬ 
cient. 

So, now I’ve summarised Mr 
Agfors’ presentation into a few par¬ 
agraphs, it remains to be seen if the 
plan will actually work. 


At the launch, there were a num¬ 
ber of different models to test the 
new engine in. This first unit to be 
launched is the diesel powerplant 
which produces 181hp and 295 lb ft 
of torque from the 2.0-litre engine 
and it’s connected to either of the 
two new gearboxes to go with the 
powerplants - a six speed manual 
or eight speed automatic. 

My first experience of the new set¬ 
up came in a V60 estate - it is mid¬ 
dle of the range and I thought a 
good place to start. 

Climbing aboard is the same as 
any other V60, and for that matter, 
similar to all the other models on 
offer. The seats are superbly com¬ 
fortable and supportive while the 
dashboard is simply designed, well 
made with nice materials and lifted 
by the use of the ‘floating’ centre 
console. The electronic dials work 
well and are clear to read while, as 
it’s a Volvo, a number of safety sys¬ 
tems are displayed within them. 
For example the speedometer puts 
a little marker on the right speed 
limit around built up areas to help 
you stay safe. The rear has ample 
space for a family of four and the 
boot is exactly what you would 
expect from a Volvo estate. 

All these aspects are no different 
from the normal model though. 
What we really need to know is how 
it drives. 

I’m happy to say that the diesel is 
simply excellent and it does every¬ 


thing the design brief asked of it. 
When you put your foot down, you 
get the feeling that the engine is far 
bigger than it actually is. The twin- 
turbos spool up quickly and keep 
the torque on tap which makes the 
engine remarkably flexible. While 
driving around the Peak District, 
there were a number of tricky tests 
the new powerplant coped with 
admirably. Up a steep hill with a 
crawler lane, the automatic gearbox 
didn’t seem to kick down so smooth 
was the down-change and, 
although I’m certain it did, the 
Volvo kept a steady pace uphill with 
ease, and accelerated with little 
pause for thought. 

Up a winding country road with 
exceptionally steep climbs and 
alpine hairpins, the V60 pulled in 
exactly the same manner. Yet 
despite this grunt, the Drive-E 
engine cruised happily in a high 
gear and returns 65.7mpg with the 
automatic gearbox. With the manu¬ 
al the figure goes up to 72.4mpg 
and only emits 103g/km C02 
despite offering performance fig¬ 
ures of a 140mph top speed and a 
0-62mph time at 7.6 seconds. 

The impressive thing is that even 
in bigger cars such as the S80, XC60 
and XC70, the added weight doesn’t 
make much of an impression on the 
performance figures - be it speed or 
economy. The most C02 the Drive-E 
diesel engine emits is 129g/km and 
will still accelerate from 0-62mph 


in 9.1 seconds - and that’s in the 
large XC70 off-road estate with an 
automatic gearbox. 

My favourite model of the day was 
the S60 R-Design. The looks are 
excellent with the R-Design pack 
added on while, with the Drive-E 
2.0 litre diesel engine and a manual 
gearbox, it will reach 60mph from 
zero in 6.9 seconds, emit just 99g/ 
km C02 and return 74.3mpg - fan¬ 
tastic figures all-round. 

It handles well, if not with quite 
the level of dynamics offered by a 
BMW, and there is a surprising 
amount of grip while maintaining 
excellent levels of comfort. 

Being far from sluggish, it is has 
low running costs and is happy 
with whatever you throw at it - 
motorway cruising, nipping around 
town or running down back roads. 

It’s rare that I come away from a 
launch with as much excitement as 
I did from Volvo’s. With all but the 
V40, the current models are not 
pushing the established rivals to be 
top of their respective classes. The 
Drive-E engine goes a long way to 
changing that though as it really is 
a unit on a par or better than what 
is on offer from the German power¬ 
houses. With a petrol unit on its 
way, different power levels on offer 
and a brand new chassis system, 
the future is looking very bright for 
the Swedish marque.
